Subject: — l.V.C. Registration Sememe ■— Applicability to importers in Pondicherry 
State. 

No. 86-ITC(PN)/63.-—Attention of the importers in the former French Estab¬ 
lishments in India is invited to para 4 of Section I of the Red Book for April, 
1963 —March, 1964 period according to which' the applicants (except Actual Users) 
in the said former French Establishments in India were required to produce with 
their applications for import licences the ‘Patente’ Registration number allotted 
to them by the Controller of Imports and Exports, Pondicherry instead of l.V.C. 
Registration or Exemption Number. 

2. As the Indian Income-tax Act has now been extended to the Pondicherry 
State with effect from 1st April, 1963, the l.V.C. Registration Scheme will also 
apply to the applicants from that State and in future they will have to quote, 
in their applications for import licences, the l.V.C. Registration or Exemption 
Number allotted to them. 

3. However, as the implementation of the Income-tax Act in the State is 
likely to take some time, it has been decided, to allow, as a special case, a period 
of six months to the Importers from this State to furnish the required l.V.C. 
Registration or Exemption Number to the licensing authorities concerned, 

4. Para 4 of Section I of the Red Book for April, 1963—March, 1964 period 
may be deemed to have been amended to this extent.
